Q, Was not another Confpiracy carried on againft 
him in 1692? 

4. A Frenchman, named Grandva/, undertook to 
afiaffinate King William in Flanders; but the Plot 
being difcovered, and the Wretch fully convicted of 
the fame, he was executed at Eyndbowen, the 13th of 
Auguft, 1692. 

2. What Exploits were performed in 1693? 

A. About the 28h of ‘Ju/y, the.Battle of Landen 
was fought, with almoft the fame Succefs as that of. 
‘teenkirk. The Confederate Forces behaved with all 
imaginable Bravery, and King Wi/licm fignalized 
Kimfelf on this Occafion. About the Beginning of 
September following, the French laid Siege to Charle- 
roy, Which was obliged to capitulate. They alfo 
took Heidelberg. 

2. Relate the Events of the Year 1694. 

A. The moft remarkable was the Death of Queen

Mary, who died of the Small Pox, the 28th of 


December. 

&, Give the Character of that Princefs. 

A. A folid Piety, and an uncommon Geodnefs 
adorned her Soul. She had a great Sweetnefs ac- 
company’d with Majefly; an Air of Grandeur, with- 
out the leaft Tincture of Pride or Affectation. Her 
Conduét was admirable, and fhe had the fincereft 
Affection for the King her Confort, which he as 
kindly retarn’d ; a Virtue fo much the more worthy 
of the higheft Applaufe, as it is fo raely found 
among the Great. In fine, fhe paid an entire Sub- 
mifiion to the Will of her Creator, of which fhe. 
gave convincing Proofs in her expiring Moments, 
as fhe had done in the whole Tenour of her Life. 
The King interred her with great Magnificence. 

2, Did her Death give a new Turn to Affairs? 

4. No; for though the King difcover'd a Sorrow. 
equal to his Lofs, it did not abate his Courage ; he 
crofs’d into Holland, the 14th of Afay, 1695, and put 
himfelf at the Head of the Army, as he had done 
in the preceeding Campaigns. 

2, What was the Succefs of this? 

A, The French knowing how much Biood it bad 
coft them to take Namur, thought that after having 
{trengthned its Fortifications, it would be impregnable. 

Nevee- 
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Neverthelefs King William \aid Siege to it; but 
could not hinder Marfhal Boufiers from throwing 
himfelf into it with a powerful Succour, which made 
the Garrifon confit of upwards of 15000 Men. 

Y, Had not the French Forces fufficient to raife 
the Siege ? 

A. ‘They had an Army of a hundred Thoufand 
Men, commanded by Marfhal Villeroy, with which 
they began their March, and advanced towards 
Namur, where the Marquis de Guifeard was Gover- 
nor. However, they did not dare to give the leatt 
Attack, though the Seaion was not unfavourable, nor 
the Rivers {well’d with Floods fo as to hinder their 
croiling, as had been the Cafe two Years before, 
when King //i//iam marched to its Succour. 

2. How long did this Siege continue ? 

A. The Trenches were opened the 1 2th of Fuly; 
the City capitulated the 4th of dagu/t, and the Caitle 
the 1ft of Seprember. 

2. By whom was the Kingdom governed during 
the King’s Abfence ? 

A. By a Regency compos'd of feven of the No- 

bility whom his Majetty had appointed before his 
setting out, 
> Did he find the Government undifturbed at his 
Rewrn? 
_ 4. Yes, in outward Appearance; but it was 
fhook internally with dreadful Convulfions, which’ 
were fomented by a great Number of factious Per- 
fons 

2, After what Manner? 

(A, A frefh Confpiracy, (firft difcovered by Meff. 
Pendergra/s, and de la Rue) was carrying on to 
allailinate King William, and reftore King fames to 
the Throne. 

2. Who was at the Head of it? 

A. We may affirm, that it was, in one Senfe, 
King James himfelf, as it was concerted in his Fa- 
vour; and lie had given out Commiffions for taking 
up Arms. 

2. What were the Circumftances of it? 

A.’ Great Preparations were carried on in Frazer, 
both by Sea and Land, but vpon what Defign no 
one could tell ; neverthelefs, when the Time for put- 
ung them in Execution was come, the Myftery was 
cleard up. The King of France, who never re- 
veal’d his Projects, except when he fancied hinfelf 
fure of Sucecis, fpoke publickly of the Reftoration 
of King Fame, as a Thing that’ muft inevitably 
happen in Confequence whereof that Prince came 
to Gaudvis; but being detain’d a Day or two by con- 

trary Winds, Advice was broucht him, that a Con- 
{piracy had been difcovered againft the Perfon of 
King #idiam, which was to have broke out pre- 
Cifely atthe ‘Lime when the French were to land ; 
gpon witch Le withdrew without having done any 
Taing. 
xt What Effet had thefe feveral Attempts upon 
Ring iF tdliaa’s Miiade? 
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A. He carried on the War with the fame Mode. 
ration as before, and pardoned all the Parricides, ex. 
cept Charnock, King, Keys, Sir Jobn Friend, Sir 
William Parkins, Rookwood, Cranburn, Leawick, and 
Sir Zohn Fenevick, who were executed. 

2. Tn what Manner did he receive the Propofals 
for Peace which the French made him? 

4. As though the War had affected his Kingly 
Dignity only, and that nothing perfonal had hap. 
pen’d in it, 

2. Asthis Peace redounded fo much to his Glory, 
was it notalio of great Advantage to him ? 

A. Undoubtedly, finee it fecured to him the Pof. 
feflion of three Kingdoms, whofe Scepter he ow'dto 
the Affection of his Subjeéls, and which he had fo 
bravely defended with his Sword ; not to mention 
that it procured him the Reftitution of his Principality 
of Orange, which he claimed by hereditary Right, 
and whereof he had been unjuftly difpoflefs’d. 

2, Where, and when was this famous Treaty, 
which gave Peace to Eu-ope, concluded ? 

A. In 1697, and it was fign’d Scptember toth at 
Ryfwick, a Palace belonging to King Wi/liam, fitu- 
ated between the Hague and Delft, in Holland. 

2. Was the Peace of Europe fecured by this 
Treaty ? 

A. King William refleQing that the Death of 
Charles 11 King of Spain, which was fuppofed to be 
near at Hand, would involve Europe into fret 
Troubles ; and likewife that as the Eng/ifé had dif- 
banded the greateft Part of their Forces, they would 
have no great Inclination to engage in another War 5 
he took frefh Meafures to prevent the Evils which 
threatned Europe ; and concluded, 4ugu/? rgth, 1698, 
a ‘lreaty of Partition with France, with regard to 
the Spani/b Succeflion, in Cafe that King fhould die 
without Iffue, 

2. Was this Treaty obferved after the King of 
Spain’s Deceafe ? 

A. No; Lewis XIV. feized upon the whole Sparif 
Monarchy, by Virtue of the aft Will and Teita- 
ment which his Ambaflador at Hadrid, in Conjunc- 
tion with Cardinal Porsecarrero, had prevail'd upon 
his Catholick Majelty to make. . 

2, What Coloar did tne Court of /raace give to 
this Violation of the Partition-Treaty ? ; 

A. The French Minifters declared, that their So- 
vereign had neglected the Letter of the Treaty, and 
adhered to the Spirit of it. ; 

2. Was King William fatished with this Interpre- 
tation? 

A. He conceal'd for fome Time his Relentments 
for this Affront ; and having form’d, in 1701, anew 
Alliance with Ho//and and the Empire, he was pre- 
paring torevenge himfelf, by open Force, on Lewis 
XLV. and to fettle the Ballance of Euvepe, when a 
Kali from his Horfe near Haspton-Court, hailemi g 
his Death, put an End to all hus Defigas. 

&. When did this Prince die ? ,

His Eyes 
now were not fhut fo clofe, and he had frequently 
great Tremblings of his Eye-lids, upon which they 
expected every Day when he would awake, which 
did not happen till ‘about the Time mentioned ; and 
then he awaked perfectly well, remembering nothin 
that happened all the while. It was obferved, that 
he was very little altered in his Flefh; only he com- 
plained, that the Cold pinched him more than ufual, 
and fo he prefently went to Husbandry, as at other

Mitiario is married, has feveral Servants, 
tertains his Friends, relieves the Poor, and pays 
every one their Due upon Demand: His Revenue 
is {mall, and yet he makes a greater Figure than 
feveral Men of gencrous Dijpofitions, ‘and even 
tolerable GEconomy with twice his Fortune. He 
digs Apartments out of folid Rocks, converts Marth- 
es ipto beautiful and ufeful Pieces of Water; he 
raiies Summer-houfes, furnifhes his Library with the 
moit valuable Authors, and {preads his moft kofpi- 
table Board without i injuring his Family: lrogataty 
feoms to have difclofed her moft intricate Pats to 
his View, and yes removed him to as great a Viftance 


en- 
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from Avarice as Prodigality. He never is at an 
Expence that is wanton and needlefs, and by tha 
Means never need to fpare one that is neceflary ¢o 
his extenfive Virtue, or his agreeable Defigus. He 
forms his Pian for the Gratification of either, before 
he enters on the Execution; he computes the Ex- 
pence, retrenches Superfluities, and circumvenis the 
fly Infinuations of Artificers before they are ap plied. 
*Tis with this cautious Circum{pection ‘he lays down 
the Theory of his Attempts ; and he is full as pra- 
dent in the practical Partes, He was indeed the other 
Day ‘a litle miftaken in his Calculation ; he reckoned 
that adeiigned Alceration in an Apartment on his 
Ground. floor would cof him forty Shillings ; none 
of his Acquaintance imagined the Expence would be 
lefs than three Pounds ; “and the Whole was exe. 
In his Gardens, the

his Table, the Watle of Extravagance is reform'd 
into Delicacy of Provifion ; and in his Library, 
Burgerfidicus, Shadwell, dull Commentators, and 
heavy Poets, erroneous Schoolmen, and gucfing 
Philofophers, are exchanged for found Divines, wieful 
Syftems, and correct Clafiics, and Bards truly tuo 
lime and entertaining, 

He can extract Happinefs from every individual 
around him; he ts pleas’ d with the fuccelsfal Openat Mu 
of a Tulip; and “tis a Kind of Luxury to him to 
{ee a Fountain play freely, whofe Waters he himfelf 
taught torife. He confiders every fair Day that ie 
can waik Out among his Improvements, as an Ac- 
guiliiion of good Fostune; and with the fame even 
‘Temper, which collects all the {cattered Advanta- 
ges of Life into a Sytem of Happine(s; he can dife 
perfe all ditagreeable Circumilances, and reduce 
them into Trifles by dividing their Forces. A Friend 
of mine faid lately, that the Happinefs of MiLLario 
was the moft circumftantial, and yet the molt com. 
pleat he had ever obferved Like Epicurus’s World, 
his Satisfaction is rais’d,intoa beauuful Univerfe of 
Deligas and Harmony by the happy Conjunétion of 
agreeing Atoms: The Leaves of Flowers, the Drops 
ot Rain, the Rays of Light, the Bloom of Fruits, 
and the Lowing of Cattle, contribute their united 
Force to eftablifh his Felicity. 
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eat ard crink all the while: Irom this’ Time he re- 
mained free from any Drowfinefs or Sleepinets, till 
avout the oth of April, 1696, when he tel! into his 
fleeping Fur again, as he had done before, After 
fonie Davs, his Friends were prevailed on to try 
what Effeét Medicines might have upon him ; and, 
accordingly, one Mr. Gibbs, an Apothecary, bied, 
Llittered, cupped, and fearilied him, and uied cll 
the excernal irritating Medicines he could think of ; 
but all was to no Purpofe ; and after the firlt Fort 
night, he was never ob/etyed to open his Kyes 
Viétuals ftood by him, as before, which he eat of 
now andthen; bat no Body ever jaw him eat or 
evacuate, though he did both very regularly as he 
had Occafion; end fometimes they found him fatt 
afleep, with the Pot in bis biand, in Ded; and tome- 
tues with his Mouth full of Mcat: In ths Mane 
rer he lay about ten Weeks, and then he could cat 
nothing atall; for his Jaws feemed to be fet, and 
his Teeth clinched fo clofe, that, with all the Art 
they uled with lnilrement , they could not open his 
Mouth, to put any Thing in it to fupport him; at 
iat, obferving a Hole mace in his ‘leech, by hoid- 
ing his Pipe in his Mouth, they now and then poured 
fome ‘J’ent into his Mouth through a Quill; and 
this was al! he took for fix Weeks and foar Days, 
and of that not above three Pints or two Quarts; he 
had made Water but once, and never had a Srool 
all that Time. On the feventh of Auguit, which 
was feventeen Weeks from the Ninth of April, when 
he began to fleep, he awaked, put on his Cloaths, 
and walked about the Room, not knowing he had 
Nept above a Night; nor could he be perfuadced he 
had lain fo long, all going into the Fields, he found 
every Body buty in getting in their Harveft; and 
he remembered very well, when he fell afleep, that 
they were fowing their barley and Oats, w hich he 
then faw ripe, and fit to be cut down. ‘There was 
one Thing obfervable, that thovgh his Flefh was 
fomewhat walted with lying fo long in Bed, and fait - 
ing for above ix Weeks; yet a certain Gentleman 
aflured Dr. @liver, that when he faw him, which 
was the firt Day of his coming Abroad, he looked 
brifker than ever he faw him: in his Life before ; and 
upon afking him, whether the Bed had made him 
fore, he aflured this Gentleman, that he never found 
thar, norany other Inconveniency at ail; and that 
he had not the leaft Remembrance of any Thing 
that pafled, or was done to him all that while; fo 
that he went again to his Hufbandry, as he was 
wontto do, and remained well from that Time, till 
Augult 17, 1697, when in the Morning, he com- 
Jain@@ of @ Shivering, and a Coldnefs in his Back ; 
he vomited once or twice, and that fame Day fell 
into his fleeping Fit again. Dr. Oliver going to fee 
him, found him afleep, with a Cup of Beer and a 
Piece of Bread and Cheefe, upon a Stool by his Bed, 
within his Reach,; the Doctor felt his Pulfe, which 
3 that Time was very regular; and he alfo found 
. | 
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his Heart beat very regular too, and his breathing 
was eafy and free; the Door only obferved, that 
his Palte beat a little too flrong ; he was ina breath. 
ing Sweat, and had an agreeable Warr:th all over 
his Body ; then the Doctor put his Mouth to his 
Ear, and called him’ as loud as he could fevera} 
Times by his Name, pulled him by the Shoulders, 
pinched his Note, ftopped his Mouth and Nofe to- 
gether, as long as he could without choaking him, 
but to no Purpole; for all this Time he did not give 
the leait Sign of his being fenfible: The Door 
lifted up his Eye lids, and found his Eye-balls drawn 
up under his Eve-brows, ard fixed without any 
Motion at all; then the Dodtor held urder ore 
Nottril, fora confiderable Time, a Phial with Spirit 
of Sal Armoniac, extracted from Quick Lite ; then 
he irjeCied it feveral Times up that fame Nod@ril; 
and, though he had poured into it about Half an 
Ounce of this fiery Spirit, it only made his Nofe run, 
and his Eye lids fhiver and tremble a very little. 
The Docter, finding no Succefs with this, crammed 
that Noilril with Powder of white Llellebore, and 
ftaying {ome ‘Time afterwards in the Room, to {ce 
what Effects all thefe toge:her might have upon him ; 
he never gave any Sign that he felt what the Dottor 
had done, nor ditcovered any Manner of Uneafinefs, 
by fliring any one Part of his Body, that the Door 
could obterve ; and after all thefe Experiments, the 
Doétor Icft him, being pretty well fatisied that he 
was really afleep, and no fullen Counterfeit, as fome 
Veople {uppofed. Upon the Doétor’s relating what 
he had obferved, feveral(Gentlemen from Bath went 
out to fee him, and found him in the fame Con- 
dition the Doctor had left him in the Day before, 
only his Nofe was a little inflamed and {welled very 
much, and his Lips, and the Infide of his Right 
Noftril were bliftered and feabby, occafioned by the 
Spirit and the Hellebore. About ten Days after 
the Doctor had been to fee him, Mr. Woolmer an 
Apothecary, finding his Pulle pretty, high, drew 
about fourteen Ources of Blood from his Arm, tied 
it again, and left him as he found him; and Mr. 
Woolmer aflured the Door, that he never made 
the leaft Motion in the Wogld when he pricked him, 
nor all the while his Ar was bleeding. Several 
other Experiments were made by fuch as went to 
fee him trom Bath, but all co no Purpofe. The 
Docior faw him again the latter End of September, 
and found him juft in the fame Pofture, lying in his 
Bed ; but now his Pulfe was not fo flrong, nor had 
he any Sweats, as when the Dottor faw him before; 
he tricd him again, by ftopping his Nofe and Mouth, 
but to no Purpofe ; and a Gentleman ran a large Pin 
into his Arm, to the very Bone, but he gave no 
Signs of his being fenfible of what was done to him: 
In all this Time the Dogtor was affured that no Body 
had {cen him either Eat or Drink, though they ea- 
deavourcs it as much as poffible, but that it aiways 
flood by him; and they obferved, that {cmetmes

sators to haiten his Death. But rhis poor Lunatick, has 
ving a little before made his Efcape out of Cutiody, 
went into the Church of our Lady of Carmine, whole 
Fejtiral being this Day to be celebrated, was filled wirh 
a vatt Namber ot Perfons whocame there to perto:m 
their Devotions, and waited tor the Archbifhop’s coming 
ro fing Mats, As foon as he appear’d, Mafaniello weuc 
up to him, and told him, * That he plainly perceiv’d 
tne Peopie had abondoned him, and now went about to 
take away his Lite ; that fince he muit die, he defired 
the Viceroy, and ail the Tribunals of Azples, would firft 
make afolemn Proceffion to-the moft Holy Mother of Car- 
mine, his Patronefs, and that afterwards Death would be 
welcome to him .’ And that at the fame Time, putcing 
g Lecter in the Hands ot the Archbifhop, he defired his 
Eminence to fend fome Body with it to the Viceroy. 
The Archbifhop having embraced him, and very much 
commended hun for his religious Zeal, immediately dif 
parched one of his Gentiemen with the Lerrer to the 
Palace ; and then coming upto the Altar, he put him- 
{eit ina Poiture to begin the Service; when Ma/fanie/lo 
going into the Pulpic, and holding our a Crucifix in bis 
Hand, directed himfelf ro rhe People. and earneitly be-

or Death odey Mafaniello, Though the Confpirators were 
but very few in Number, yet the People did mot oppole 
them ; but on the cuntiary making Way for them, chey 
weat itrait to the Convent, fearching and enquiring eve- 
ty Where tor Ma/aniello. This unhappy Man, hearing 
fome-body call Mafanielle, runs out to meet his Murde- 


rers, faying, ‘ Is ir me you look for, my People? Beho!d: 


lam here ;? bur all the Anfwer he had, was from four 
Muskets that were fired upon him all at one Time, by 
Salvatore Cataneo, Carlos Cataneo, Angleo Ardizone, and 
Andvea Rama, He inftantly dropt down upon the Place ; 
and having but juft Time enough to cry out, ‘ Ah; un. 
greatful Traytors,’ he breathed his lait. Salvatore Ca- 
teneo then cut off his Head ; and fixing ita Top of a 
Spear, he . his Accomplices carried it dire@ly to the 
4 
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Viceroy, crying out all the Way, as they wene along 
Ma/anielle isdcad, Mafanielle is dead ; ler the King oF 
Spain live ; and. Jet no-body prefume heveafier to name 
MMafaniello, This boid Action {o daunted the Rabble, who 
to the Number of eight or ren Thonfand, were then in 
the Church or in the Market-place, that they were {0 far 
from avenging the Death of their Captain General, by 
that of his Murderers, that they feem’d flupifed and 
motionle(s; and in this Occurence gave a memorable 
Initance of the Inconftancy of the Populace, whofe Love 
may juitiy be compared to a broken Reed, which whoe. 
ver leans on. is fure of talling. In fhort, this ‘ame People, 
who trom the firft Commencement of the Infurreét:on, 
had loved Mafaniello even to Adoration, calmly faw him 
murdered ; and without murmuring, {offered his Head 
to be taken off, and afterwards thrown into a Ditch, 
call’d the Corn Ditch by Homicides; whilit his Body ar 
the Inftigation of his Enemies, was, as he himflelf had 
foretold it, drage’d rhrowgh all the Kennels of Naples 
by a Company of Black.guaids ; who when they were 
tired with hauling it abour, calt it into another Town 
Ditch, that lies without Porta Nolana. 

Ir would be difficuic to defCribe the Tran{ports of rhe 
Nobility ard Gentry upen chis Oceafion. They who 
dared not fhew their Heads, or ftir Abroad during the 
Commotions, came now in Shoa's, as one may fay, to 
congratulate the Viczroy upon his happy Period, and the 
Death of Mafaniello. After which” his Excellency, ace 
companied by the Archbifhop, and the chief Officers 
and Magiltrates of the Kingdom, went with Solenmnity 
to the Church of Carmine, to return God Thanks, and 
the moft glorious Patron of Naples, St. Gexnaro, whole 
facred Head and Blood were taken‘out and expoled to 

ublick View. This A& of Devotion being performed, 
his Exclllency the Viceroy fhewed himfelf in the Marker. 
place, where hecaufed the Confirmation of the Ar:icles 
{worn to the Saturday before, to be proclaim’d by found 
of Trumpet ; and rhen returned to hisPalace, with the 
univerfal Acclamations of that very Rabble, who bur a 
few Days before had pulled him by the Whiskers, and 
offered him all Manner of Indignities. 

Thus rofe and fell Mafaniello of Amalphi, the dread of 
the Spaniards, the Avenger of publick Oppreflions, and 
the Saviour of his defolate Country. All Antiquity can- 
not furnifh us with fuch another Example as his; and 
After-ages will bardly believe what Height of Power 
this mungrel Sovereign ariived to; who trampling bere- 
foot on a Throne, and wearing a Mariner’s Cap niftead 
of a Diadem, in the Space of four Days, ra‘fed an Army 
of ts0,cco Men, and made himfelf Mafter of one ot the 
moft populous Cities in the World; of Naples, the lvie~ 
Eropali of fo many fair Provinces, and at onte the Mo- 
ther and the Nurfe of fo many illuftrious Princes, and 
renowned Heroes. And as if Fortune, that capricious 
Jile, Had taken Delight to raife a Fifherman above the 
greateft Monarch ; fhe not only fubmirtted to his Em- 

sire, that innumerable *abble that always followed him, 
be even that ancient and generous Neapolitan Nobility it~ 
feif, who.e glorious Atchi¢yements had filled the whole 
Univerfe with their Fame. In fhort, it may be avere 
red without Excefs, that neithcr the moft formidable 
Tyrant, nor the Princes the moft beloved, were ever fo 


“much dreaded, or fo quickly obeyed as Mafeniello was, 


during his fhorr but ftupendious Reign. His Orders were 
without Reply; his Decree without Appeal, and the 
Deftiny of ali Natles, might bé faid to depend upon a 
fingle Motion of his Hand. : 

‘Thote who have nioit curioufly enquired into this 
preatand fudden Revolution, of whic he was the Aue 
thor, haye for the molt Part look’d upon it as a pure 
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he who had never had any Education, and who always 
paflléd among thote of his Acquaintance for a mecr 
Natural, was all on a fudden fecn to act aad fpeak, as if 
he had always been converfant in Politicks and Manage- 
nent of publick Adairs. And indeed ic is Marter of 
Adiniration, with how much Wifdom he made, and 
maintaind in the very Heat of the Commotions, the 
motk ufeful Orders and Regulations, that the wifett Lee 
eiflarors, and the moit experienced Generals could ever 
be capable of ; with whae Art and Addrefs he irfinuated 
himielr into the Hearts of f many Thoufands of Men, 
by tar his Superiors, encouraging the Fearful, extolling 
the Bold, reproaching the Coward, and moit pathett- 
cally deferibing tq all, the miferable State of their 
Country, groaning under the heavy Exactions of proud 
and avaritious Minilters, and animating thenr to revenge 
and redrefs themfelves; Cardinal Frlomarine himfelt, 
has acknowledged, that in the feveral Conterences he 
had wich him with Refpect to the Treaty of Accommo- 
darion, he had often becn amazed at the Solidity of his 
udgment, and the Subtilty otf his Contrivances. In 
hore, if we do bur refleét upon the GreatnefS of that Ene 
terprize which he projected, and executed for the Good 
ot his Counrry ; that indefatigable Affiduity, with which 
he applied himfelf to ir, which robb’d him ot rhe Hours 
ot Nourifhmenr and Repofe, and made him diétate to 
{even Secretaries all at one Time, as fome Authors ree 
pert; that juft Sovereignty, which ebliged him to put fo 
many Perfons ta Death, never executed itfelf on any 
who{e Crimes had not deferved it ; but above all, rharc 
noble and generous Dilinteredne(s, which kept him poor 
in.the Midit of {uch valt Heaps ot Wealrh ; and we 
fhall be apt to conclude with acertain Neapolitan Gen- 
tleman, That Mafaniello {feems to have been endowed 
avith ne other Qualifications, but fuch as were ne- 
ceffary tor the Execution of the Divine Vengeance. 

As to the Duke of Arcos, whether he afted with Pra- 
dunce or no, in caufing Mafapiello to be pur to Death, is 
hard to derermine at this Dittance ; :nowever, I think it 
may be jultly doubred, whether the Death of Mafcniello 
was not more to the Prejudite than the Benefit ot Spain. 
For although it may be alledged, that the Sedition 
which he fir promored, did in Appearance tend to the 
ilure of the Srate, and weakening of the Sovereign Au- 
thority ; yet it is certain, he was fo far from enccavour- 
ing to eftrange the Peoples Affections and Allegiance 
from Philip the IVch, who reigned at that Time; thar 
on the contrary, he always protefied the-grearcit Refpect 
and Veneration for him ; for befides making the Pceple 
oiten cry out, Long live rhe King of Spam, and com- 
manding them to put his Majetty’s Arms over their 
Doors ; his receding trem that Propotition whereby rhe 
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Caftic of St. Elyme wasto be delivered into his Hands

the very Commotions which he raifed in N, 

be faid ro have heen in fome-Manner ‘dvsston 
the Spaniards ; fince they contributed very much to the 
Extirpation of the Ourlaws, and other publick Nolances 
and ar the fame Time fuily revenged them on the Nobj. 
lity, by the cruel Rage with which the Rabble purfved 
them. Lattly, the Abo! fhment of the Taxes, fcems to 
have been in 2 great Mealure bencficiai to his Catholick 
Majeity, whofe Domain and other Revenues fcarce 9 

mounting toa Million of Gold yearly, was now on the 
Point ot receiving five Million al at once, by Means of a 
Donative which Majaniell had refolvedto prefent hing 
with, and which he would certainly have accom. 
plithed, (having already levied confiderable Sums to thar 
ee it the Suddennefs of his Death had nor prevented 

But it is mot juft, that thefe Refletions fhould make 
us leave the Head and Body of Mafaniello (0 long uns 
buried and afunder; andafter having expofed rhe Ingra. 
titude of the People in torfaking their great Deliverer, i¢ 
is but reafonable, that we fhould alfo take fome Notice of 
the Sorrow and Repentance which they expreffed tor ir 
by the pompous Obfequies with which they honoured 
his Funeral. 

Yuly 17. The Day immediately following that of his 
Death, feveral Children, at the Perfuafion of fome Per. 
fors who told them, it was a Shame that the Corpfe of 
him wtio had done fo much for the good of his Coun. 
try, fhould be thus expofed to the Dogs, went and fetch. 
ed his Body ; and after they had wafhed and cleaned ic 
well, carried ic en a Bier to the Cathedral Church of 
Carmine. At the fame Time, a young Man living in the 
Market-p'ace, called feronymo Donneruma went witha 
Company of Men all armed to look for his Head in the 
Cornéditch ; and having found it, he brought ir along 
with him to the fame Place where the Body was, in or- 
der to have them buried together. This being done, it 
was refulved in a general Affembly of the People, who 
were gathered together on this Occalion, that Ma/aniello 
deferved to receive the greateft Henours.as Head and 
Captain-General of Naples ; and accordingly his Corpfe, 
preceded by five Hundred Priefts and Feligious, and 
tollowed by forty Thoufand Menup in Arms, and almoit 
as many Women with Beads in their Hands,. was carried 
through fevera) of the molt publick Streets of the City, 
with all she Solemnitics that are commonly afed at 
the Funeral of a MarrialCommander. As they pafied 
bythe Palace of the Viceroy, his Excellency to con- 
form to the Times, fent eight of his Pages with Torches 
in their Hands, to ®ccompany the Corpfe; and at the 
fame Time order’d the Spaniards, who were then upon 
Guard, to lower their Enfigns, and falute the Body, as 
ic was carried by. It was at laft brought back again to 
the Cathedral Church, and there buried ; whilft all the 
Bells in Naples rung amournful Peal, amidit the Tears 
and Lamenrations of an infinire Multitude of Women, 
who fhewed fo much Refpeét and Veneration to his Dutt, 
that one may fay, that by the Effeé of a popular Incon- 
ftancy which is not to be equalled, Afafaniello in three 
Days way obeyed like a Monarch, murdered iike a Vile 
Jain, and reveer’d like a Saint. 

Thus have I treated the Hiftory of the Nesolitans 
from the firft Origin of their civil Contentions and Sut- 
fcrings, under a ravenous and over-bearmg Minittry, (0 
the firlt Period of Tyranny and Oppretlion among them ; 
that is fay, to their being rettored to rhe full Potpiive

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The TRiAL of John Cather, &e. for a Con- 
{piracy againf? the Eon. Edward Walpole, 
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a few Words with him; that he told him the Bufi- 
nes he fuppofed he came about was concerning 
Cather, therefore he might» fpeak there. ‘That then 
- Alewander faid, that he was informed, that he, Mr. 
Walpole, had compromifed or made up the Affair, 
which Report he faid he could not credit, as he 
had refufed any Compofition when he was laft with 
him, and that he then waited on him to know the 
Truth from himfelf. Mr. Walpole then told him, 
he had no Intention of making up, or compro- 
mifing any fuch villainous Affair. 

Mr. Walpole was afked by the Council for the 
Defendant, Alexander, whether he had ever wrote 
to Alexander, to which Mr. Walpole faid, he did 
not then remember that he had; but a Letter being 
produced, and fhewed to Mr. Walpole, he readily 
acknowledged it to be his Writing, and added, that 
he was the nore certain, as he had not therein either 
fpelt or wrote his Name as ufual, not knowing what 
Advantage fuch a dangerous Set of People might 
take of it, if he had. This Letter was not read in 
Court, it net being defired by the Council on either 
Side. 

The Council having afked Mr. Walpole, whether 
he had employed any Perfon or Perfons to find out 
the Authors, or Contrivers of this Confpiracy ; he 
faid he hed employed Mr. James Worfdale, Mr. 
Andrew White, Mr. John Brownfmith, and Mr. 
John Sherwood, for that Purpofe. 

Mr. Horace Walpole being fworn, depofed, That 
on hearing the Report of a Profecution being carry- 
ing on againft his Brother Edward, he wrote to him 
about it, and was informed by his Anfwer, that fuch 
a Profecution was intended againft him. That on Re- 
ceipt of his Brother’s Letter, he came to London, 
to his Brother’s Houfe in Pall-mall, and was there 
in Company with his faid Brother, when Daniel 
Alexander came to the Hceufe, and was admitted 
into the Room where they were: That Alexander 
cefired to fpeak with his Brother alone, but his 
Brother refufed to talk alone with him; and then 
they talked about a Profecution being carrying on 
againit his Broiher, by one Cather; and that Alex- 
ander flrongly recommended to his Brother to ftop 
the Proceedings ; that it was greatly in his, the faid 
Alexander's, Power to ferve Mr. Walpole, in pre- 
Venting it, and that he feemed very defirous to be 
employed by Walpole : That his Brother refufed any 
Compromife of fo black and vile an Affair, and 
thank’d Alexander for the many Proteftations he 
mace of Friendfhip and Willingnefs to ferve him ; 
‘nd that as foon as he, the faid Alexander left the 
oom, he took a Memorandum of) the Subftance of 

What, Res pafed Bbetweén them, Jeaft it fhould flip 
we Saemory; which Memorandum he then’ produced, 
and read .in Court. 7 
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Mr. Stephen Slawter being fworn, depofed, That 
en the 31ft of May was Twelvemonths, he was 
with Mr. Edward Walpole, at his Houfe in Pall-mall, 
when a Servant came to tell Mr. Walpole, that one 
Mr. Alexander wanted to fpeak with him ; that Mr. 
Walpole defired him, the Servant, to fhew him into 
the Room where they were; and that Mr. Walpole 
defired him, the faid Slawter not to leave the Room, 
that when Alexander came into the Room, he told 
Mr. Walpole that he heard that he had made up the 
Affair with Cather, but that he could not credit it, as 
he had refufed any Compofition when he was laf 
with him ; that Mr. Walpole then declared, that he 
had not, nor would not compromife any fuch villain- 
ous Affair ; that Alexander feemed to want to be 
employed by Mr. Walpole to compromife the Thing, 
and {poke very artfully, as he thought ; and that he 
the faid Slawter had taken a Memorandum of what 
had paffed between them, which he likewife pro- 
duced in Court. 

Being afked by the Council for the Defendants, 
when he wrote the Memorandum that he produced ; 
he faid, in three or four Days after the Converfa- 
tion at Mr. Walpole’s Houfe. 

Mr. Robert Bygrave being fworn, depofed, That 
he acted as Attorney for Mr. Walpole, in the Caufe 
wherein John Cather was Profecutor, againit the Ho- 
nourable Edward Walpole, Efq; for an Affault, on 
him the faid Cather, with an Intent to commit 
Sodomy ; that he believed that that Profecution was 
wicked, and calculated only to extort Money from 
thac Gentleman ; and farther, that Daniel Alexander 
had been often with him whilft tfat Profecution was 
carrying on ; that Alexander told him, that he be- 
lieved it to be very iniquitous, and that he had been 
applied to, in order to act as Attorney for Cather in 
the faid Profecytion ; that he had had Money from 
him and his Confederates for that Purpofe ; but that 
he had declined being concerned, on Account of his 
Friendfhip for Mr. Walpole and his Family; that 
they threatned to fue him for the Money he had re- 
ceived from them, and that they had employed one 
Mr. Lewis, of Clifford’s. Inn, to fue him, the faid 
Alexander, for the faid Money, in the Marfhalfea- 
Court, . 

Several Letters were produced on the Part of the 
Profecution againft Alexander, and were feverally 
read in Court ; the Subftance of which Letters were 
fome of them foothing, and others menacing ; the 
general Tendency of the Whole being not only to 
obtain Money, but alfo to procure to himfelf a Place 
of confiderable Profit. .Thefe Letters were proved 
to be the Hand-writing of Daniel Alexander, by Mr. 
John Grove, of Hammerfmith ; who being {worn, 
looked at all the Letters feveraily, and faid, he 
believed them all to be of Alexander's Hand-writ- 
ing. 

Being afked by the Council for the Defendant, 
how he could fwear that they were all of the Hand- 
Writing 


‘ 
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writingyof Alexander, as they were wrote in feveral 
Hands ; he replied, that he had been long acquainted 
‘with his Hand-writing ; that he knew he could alter 
when he pleafed ; that he could write many Hands ; 
that he had no Doubt in him in regard to any one 
of the Letters, but had fome :o the Cover of one 
of them; but did believe that alfo to be wrote by 
him, 

William Collier, Servant to Mr. Edward Walpole, 
being fworn, depofed, That on the 17th Day of 
Marcn, 1750, he went into a Beer-houfe, where 
he met John Cather ; that he, the faid Cather was 
drefs’d ina Silver laced Waiftcoat, a ruffled Shirt, and 
very fine; that Cather feemed in fome Confufion 
when they met; that Cather called him afide, and 
gave him a Dram ; that he begg’d he would not take 
any Notice to his Mafter that he had feen him in 
that Drefs; and faid, he only borrowed thofe Cloaths 
in Honour to his Country, it being St. Patrick's 
Day ; that when He came Home, he told his Mater, 
that he-had feen Cather, and deicribed his Drefs ; 
that ina few Days after, Cather came to his Matter’s 
Houfe, and he faid, he had heard of a Place, and 
wanted Mr. Walpole to recommend him ; that he 
hada Letter for his Maftcr, which he carried to him; 
and when his Mafter had read the Letter, he {poke 
to Cather, and taxed him with his being fo finely 
dreffed. a few Days before ; that Mr. Walpole told 
him, he believed he kept bad Company, therefore 
he would not recommend him to any Gentleman, 
or have any Thing to fay to him, and at that Time 
forbid him his Houfe; and ordered, that none of his 
Servants fhould ¢ncourage him to come there ; and 
that he believed his Matter had conceived a bad 
Opinion of Cather on Account of what he had told 
him of him. 

Mr. James Worfdale being fworn, delivered. his 
Evidence in a very facetious and fatisfaGtory Manner ; 
and depofed, That fome Tinfe in April, 1750, be- 
ing in Company with Mr. Edward Walpole, whom 
he had an Intimacy with, and a great Friendthip 

for $ he told Mr. Walpole, that he had been at a 
Coffee-Houfe, and in Company with fome Perfons, 
that took too much Liberty with his Character ; that 
he then refented’ it, and found by the Perfon who 
made Ufe of his Name, that he did not know 
Mr. Walpole, but had fpoke what he. did, only 
from common. Report. Being afked by Council, 
what it was that he heard faid of Mr. Walpole, at 
that Coffee-houfe, he replied, the Gentleman faid 
chat he was guilty of Sodomy, or at leuit acculed. 
of that Crime: That Mr.,Walpole then told him 
the whole Affair of his being accufed by one Cather, 
and that he believed fome others, more artful than 
himfelf, were concerned in the Scheme; and that it 
‘was calculated oply to extort Money from him: 
‘Phat Mr. Walpole was very defirous to find out who 
they were, that was concerned with Cather in the 
wvalpiracy,. Upon hearing this;-he promifed Mr. 
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Walpole his Affiftance in the Difcovery of that 
wicked Scheme; and to accomplifh it, he Zot tie 
Name of Cather, Patterfon, and fome others, i. 
pofed to be concerned; and after fome Enquir 
after them, he found they reforted to the Glode, J 
Bridges ftreet, Cavent-Garden : That in order to the 
eafier getting into their Company, he difguifed him. 
felf, and went to the Globe; but not finding them 
there, he went into a Publick-Houfe, the Sign of 
the Devil and Bag of Nails, (for fo that Gen: 
called itamong themfelves, tho” it was the Black. 
moor’s Head and Wool-pack) by Buckingham. 
gate: That there he found fome People at Skettle; . 
that he called for fome Beer, Pipes, and Tobacco, 
and fat dowm near where they were at play, and 
foon found by their Converfation they were fome ef 
the People he wanted; that he interfered in their 
lay, and greatly applauded the Bowling of ore, 
and the Tipping of ethers, and by that Means in. 
gratiated himfelf into. their. Converfation; fo that 
they became. very free: That he drank with them, 
and they with him ; and that when their Play was 
Over, one of them, who feemed to 1:e his’ Con- 
verfation, aiked him if he was engaged that Evening: 
He faid he was not ; they faid they fhould be glad of 
his Company to {moke a.Pipe with them, which he 
readily confented to, it being what he wanted; that 
they then went to the Globe in Bridges-Street, and 
there called for {ome Liquor ; and after fome Con- 
verfation about different Things, Patterfon, who.was 
one of the Company, afxed him, if he had heard 
of what lately had happened to a certain Right Hon. 
he faid he had not, and afk’d what Right Honourable 
he meant, and Patterfon replied, the Right Ho- 
nourable Edward Walpole, Efq; On this, Mr. Wort- 
dale began to abufe Mr. Walpole hibvtelf faying, 
Damn him, there is nothing 1co bad ean happen to 
him, for that there was not a greater Scoundrel in 
England. Patterfon then faid he was a bad Man ; 
that he had been guilty lately of a very bad Action, 
no lefs than-an Attempt to commit Sodomy wisha 
poor young Fellow of his Acquaintance, and had 
now resufed giving him any Thing to fupport him; 
but that he believed the Perfon would make him 
pay for it. Mr. Worfdale then faid, he was not fur- 
prized to hear that; that he knew a peor Fellow 
that Mr. Walpole had ferv’d in the like Manner, and 
that it was a Pity fome Body did not take ir in Hand 
to make him pay for fuch Practices. Parterfon then 
faying he intended it; Mr. Worldale faid, he would

lend a Hand, and procure a Perfon that fhould {wear. 


it againik Walpole. Patterfon upon this Converlation, 
faid, they had one to fwear that already. Then Mr. 
Worldale aik’d, if the Perfon was ftaunch, and not to 
be biafs'd from {wearing ; that if he was by ary 
Means biafs'd, his Acquaintance fhould {wear agatc’ 
the Scoundrel, and that he would join in the Ex- 
pence of profecuting him ; for that he had former- 


ly yied him. the faid Worldale very ill, sa

then faid, he was glad he had met with him, and 
eall’d for a Bowlof Punch, and they drank heartily 
rogether. : 

“Being afk’d by Council, who he faw there, he faid 
Patrerfon, Dennifon, Faulkner, and fome others, 
hur not Cather; and being afk'd if he had feen 


Alexander or Nixon there, or at any other of their 


au 4s 


and faid, that they parted that Night with Promifes 
of both Parties to meet the e again in a fhort Time ; 
but that he not being contented with what Dif- 
coveries he had made then, as he had not feen 
Cather ; and meeting one Andrew White the next 
Day in St. James’s-Park, whom he was acquainted 
with, and knew to be of the Kingdom of Ireland, 
he afked White if he knew one Cather, an Irifhman: 
That Mr. White faid he did, and that they lodg’d in 
the fame Houfe together; that he then told White 
the Affair, and defired he would affiit him in finding 
out Cather, which he promifed to do. 

A few Days after this, according to Appointment, 
he met Patterfon, Dennifon, and Falkner. Being 
akk’d where he met them the fecond Time, he re- 
pied at the Devil, (meaning the Black-moor’s Head 
nd Woolpack) where he firft met them. ‘Being 
afk'd what Converfation he had with them at this 
Time, he faid it was to the Purpofe of the firit that 
he had related; and added, that he abufed Mr. 
Walpole very much, by accufing him to them of 
many Crimes which he knew nothing of; in doing 
wiich, he was obliged to get quite out of himfelf, 
te join with a Set of. People that was quite his 
Averfion, 

He farther depofed, that he had agreed to join 
with them in carrying on the Profecution againft Mr. 
Walpole ; and that they had other Meetings at dif- 
ferent Times and Places on that Occafion ; that ina 
few Days after, White came to him, and told him, 
that he had feen Cather and one Cain ; that they had 
cilcovered to him their intended Profecution againit 
Mr. Walpole 5 that he the faid White had promifed 
to aft them therein; and that they had agreed to 
give htm a Dividend of the Money they expected to 
get from Mr. Walpole. That he then defired White 
bo Introduce him into Cather and Cain’s Company ; 
When White and he had agreed to meet that Evenin 
at Cuper’s Gardens , and White promifedgif peflible, 
to bring Cather and Cain with him ; that accordingly 
White, Cather, and Cain met this Deponent that 
Evening in Cuper’s Gardens, where he went under 
the Denomination of Counfellor Johnfon ; that White 
introduced him to Cather and Cain, and’ told him, 
that he, the faid Cather, was his Friend, and had 
been ill treated by a certain Gentleman, whom he 
wansed to profecute ; but that he was poory and had 
not bloney to go on with the Law; and that he 
knew — to be honeit, and would pay when in 
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hi: Power, and begg'd he would undertake the 
Afiau. This Deponent promifed Whie that he 
wou'd do for his Friend what lay in his Power, 
adding, if any Money was wanting, he would ad- 

vance it to carry on his Profecution; but defired he 
would tell him the Nature of his Caie; whieh he 
did, and Mr. Worfdale then promiied to affift him. 

Cather told him, he had been extreamly ill ufed 5 
that the Hon. Edward Walpole, Efq; who was the 

Perfon he intended to fue, had encouraged him to 

come from Ireland, and now retuled to do any ‘Thing 

for him; and that he had otherwife vied him ill by 

making an Attempt on him to commit Sodomy, and 

therefore he would be revenged of him for his Im. 

pudence. I with, added Cather, | had met with you 

firft upon this Bufinefs, for it is to get Money ; and 

if you will go to Mr, Walpole, and he will give 

rool. the Projecution fhall drop, otnerwie I will be 

revengedof him, by G—¢. 

This Deponent farther depofed, That when they 
came away from the Gardens, they took Boat and 
crois’d the River; and whilit in the Boat, Cain and 
he began to talk of the Affair; that he then afk'd 
Cain if Mr. Walpole had made any Attack on Cather, 
in orde> to commit Sodomy ; aud whether he be. 
lieved Mr. Walpole guilty of fuch Practices ; when 
Cain replied, No, he never had mace any fuch At- 
tempt upon him; but that he had ufed Cather ill, in 
not providing for him, according to his Promiles; 
that the poor Fellow was flarvingy and this Charge 
was only calculated to get {ome Money from Mr. 
Walpole. That he this Deponent then applauded 


it, and fwore that he liked the Scheme prodigioufly ; 


that he would aflift in carrying i: on; that he was 
certain they fhould get Money enough, as Walpole 
was rich; when upon his fo faying, Cain told him, 
that the Scheme was laid by him ; that he generally 


_had Succefs in fuch Affairs, and that they had lately 


had a Sum of Money from a Gentleman, whom he 
then named, though this Deponent did not chufe to 
mention the Name in Court.

T is aflonifhing, that Man, the moft noble Being 
of the Creation, fhould have ‘o many Imper- 
feétions as we find him furrounded with. It feems 
that there is always fomething which he wants, fince 
no Moment in Life pafles without fome Defires. 
Every Thing he fees, every Thing he hears, and 
every Thing he thinks of, excites in his Heart to 
many Paffions as nothing can extinguifh, and which 
it is almoit impofiible for him to gratify ; his W eak- 
nefs cannot anfwer to the Vivacity of his Imagi- 
nation, vor can his Imagination furnith the Means of 
fatisfying isfelf; a. ecernal Uneafincis devours him, 
which nothing but Hope can iatisty. 

Though frequentiy unhappy in his Projects, yet 
Man is very eagerly bent upon them ; ana eyetf the 
Misfortune of having failed thercin, does for she mott 
Part, ferve him as a frefh Motwe to profecute them. 
This Thirft which he cannot quench, and which in- 
ceflantly burns within him; thefe Defires always in- 
fatiable, and which he is never fure of fatistying, 
would be to him no doubt a terrible Punishment, 
without the Hope of Suecefs, with which he flatters 
himfelf, and which at leait rendess him happy by 
the Idea he forms to himfelf, that he cannot fail of 
being fo. 

In Faét, Hope never leads him but through 
agreeable Roads, even to the farther End, where it 
is forced to leave him; it alone has the Power of 
taking from him the Senfe of the prefent, when it 
is unpleafing, and of anticipating as prefent the 
happy ‘Time to come, where it propofes to arrive. 
How diftant foever the pleafing Object be, Hope 
brings it nigh; fo that we enjoy a Happinefs, while 
we hope for it; if we mifs it, we itill hope for it ; 
if we come to poffefs it, we promife ourtelves we 
fhall always do fo. : 

Happy or unhappy, Hope fupports and animates 
us; and fuch is the Inftability of human Affairs, 
that even Hope juitifies Projects the molt adventu- 
rous, fince, by continual Viciflitades of good and 
bad Fortune, we have no more Reafon to tear what 
we hate, than to hope for what we defire. 

May we not fay truely, that Hope is to us like a 
fecond Life, which {weetens the Bitternefs of that 
which we enjoy from the Hands of our Creator : 
But farther, it is the Soul of the Univerfe, and a 
Spring the moit powerful to maintain the Harmony 
thereof. 

It is by Hope that the whole World governs 
itfelf. Would Laws be enafied, if Mankind did 
not hope a wile Policy from them? Should we tee 
obedient Subjegts, if each Individual did not by his 
Submiffion flatter himfelf to contribute to the Hap- 
pineis of his Country ?

The [lusbardman, bent down upon his Plouch. 
waters the Ground with bis Sweat.; but this vere 
Ground is to feed him; and ke would give himfelf 
no ‘Trouble to cultivate it, 1f ke did not Certainly 
expect the Reward of his Labours. 

_ Whatever be our Undertakings, Hope is the Mo. 

tive tothem; it js the Foretatte of our Succefs, and 
is, at leait, for fome ‘Jime, a real Blefling ia De- 
fault of that which efcapes.us. It is an anticipated 
Joy, which is fometimes delufive ; buat which, while 
it lafts, affords a Pleafure that is no ways inferiar io 
the Enjoyment of that which we promite ourfelves, 
and which often effaces the Memory of all the 
Sweets we have already tafted in the moft happy 
Situation.

The Parliament has 
declared Mr. Aubertin, Lieutenant General de Police in 
the Town of Langres, innocent of the Charge brought 
waintt him, of pofoning feveral People at a Marriage 
inner, and has ordered himto be fet at Liberty.

paid their Compliments to him. 


Genoa, Fuly 16. By the Captain of an Englith Veffel 
arrived here trom Smyrna, we learn that a Mairefe Veffel 
Was taken off Rhode Ifland by a Corfair of Tripoly, af- 
‘Ta ttout Engagement; in which each Veflel had al- 
mo all their Crew killed or wounded. A Confirma- 
on of this News is impatx ntly expected, as it is very 
rare tor Melrcte Ships to fubmit to the Barbary Covfairs. 
Pie. ht Fuly 17, Advices are arrived from Con- 
Xe Re importing, thar the Dragoman, or Intrepreter

° the Ifand of Tenedos, and that his Poft has been 
given to Gregory Ghika, a Grecian. The late Inter- 


preter was accufed of holding illicit Correfpondences,, 
It’s added, that the Patriarch of the Greeks had under. 
gone the fame Fare, and was banifhed to Monte Sanxo, 

Genoa, Fuly 19. Several Veffels are arrived at this 
Port from different Places, and amongft them a Pink 
from Calvi, the Mafter of which reports, thara Turkith 
Galliot had taken two Genoefe Veffcls in rhe Eaftern 
Riviera, which fome Ships thar-were fifhing for Coral 
being inform’d of, thcy purfued and took the Gallior, 
with the two Veffels fhe had taken, 

Warfaw, Fuly 24. We have reciv’d Advice by Exe 
prefs, that Count Sapieha, Great Chancellor of Lithua- 
nia died on the 6th Initant at Lifowody in Podolia, in 
the feventy-frit Year of kis Age; by whofe Deceafe 
Prince Czartowryski, Vice Chancellor of Lithuani, fice 
ceeds to that important Poft. 

Bois-le duc, Fuly 28. Yefterday the following mec. 
lancholy Affair happened in the Neighbourhood of rhis 
City: A Bark belonging to Ammelrooy, havinz thirty. 
three Perfons Aboard, among whom were only two 
Men, failed from hence inthe Afternoon; and before the. 
got halt Way to Ammelrooy, met with as violent a 
Storm, perhaps as has been known in the Memory of 
Man ; which overfer che Bark, notwithitanding all the 
Care and Precautions of an exceeding good Pilots by 
this unhappy Accident eleven of the Women were 
drowned. The re(t, by the Activity and Prefence of Mind 
ot the Pilor, with the Affiftance of the two Men, were 
got on Shore, but thereare very lircle Hopes of che Re- 
covery of feveral of them. The Bodies of thofe who 
were drowned, and the Effects that were faved belong- 
ing to them, were brought back here the fame Even- 
ing, and lodged in a Houte in this City ; and this Morne 
ing they were all convey’d to Ammelrooy, after having 
been infpected by our Officers of Jultice. 


LONDON, Auguf to. 


TUelday laft his Royal Highnefs the Prince of Wales, 
and Prince Edward, went to Kenfingron to yifit his 
Majefty, and gave him a particular Account of the Re- 
view lait Monday of the Train of Artillery on Charlron 
Heath ; on which his Majefty was pleafed to exprefs

A great Crowd 
foon affembied round two young Ladies, whom they 
imagined were thofe univerfaliy admired Toatts ; the 
young Ladies were obliged to take Shelier in the Palace, 
to avoid the preffling Multitude, and could not bur ene 
joy the highett Sarisraétion in being miitaken for fuch 
renowned Beauties. Soon after the real Mifs Gunnings 
appear’d, and underwent the fame pleating Perfecution of 
Admiration ; but the Heat, occafioned by the affembled 
Multitude, was too powerful for one of them, who fainte 
ed away, and was carried Home in a Chair.

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Laft Saturday in the Afternoon a moft unhappy Ac-

Polts at Court; the Duke de Caitro-Pinhano for the 
Gentiemen ot the Army ; the Prelidene of the Council 
for the Barrilters, and orher Lawyers; rhe Prinee de 
Cenrola tor the Nobiliry and Gentry, and the Lord Al- 
moner for the Clergy.

the People who were buried in rhe Ruins. Two Men and 
five Women were dog our dead ; two Men and one Wo- 
man were taken our alive; a leg of one of the Men 
was broke, and the omher wat much hroled,  Thefe 
nahappy People, norwithitanding they were toreworned 
tO get our “he Friday preceding, (a pradivigus Nowe be. 
ing beard, when che Houfes frit opeaed by a Crack) yer 
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they were fo ftupid and infaruated as to ftay ; and by 
their thoughtlefs Behaviour and Expreffions feem’d 2 
brave their unt mely Fate. ’ - 

The aforeementioned feven unfortunate Perfong y! 2 
were killed, wese interr’d in one Grave ar Sr. Andrew’ 
Holborn. . 

: Monday 7-Night inthe Morning between ope and two 
oO Clock, as the Poit Boy Was coming with the 
Weltern Mail tro Town, he was on Black water-heath, 
atracked bya fingle Highwayman, well mounted. wh, 
when he came upto him, commanded him to ftand.
